Macon, Ga., June 25.—(Spectal.)—The 
democratic state convention did its work 
and adjourned in less than four hours to- 
day. 

It was the most harmonious, enthusias- 
tic convention ever held in Georgia. There 
was no bickering, no strife. Everything 
was done with a unanimity seldom equaled. 

Governor A'tkinson! and ajl the state 
officers were renominated by acclamation. 
The delegates at Jarge were elected by 
the unanimous vote- of the convention, and 
the platform for free coinage, 16 to 1, by 
this country, independent of others, was 
adopted with enthusiasm. 

There were no calls for an aye and no 
vote. On everything, everybody was agreed 
and the convention did its work well and 
quickly, 

For a democratic convention in a state 
with as many orators in it as Georgia nur- 
tures, there was less oratory and more 
solid business of @ determined character 
than has ever been known. : 

The few gold delegates showed them- 
selves to be good party men—to hold de- 
mocracy above all things. Two gold mem- 
bers of the committee on platform modestly 
put themselves on record against the. sil- 
ver plank, but made no scene of it. Every 
man in the convention agreed to abide its 
acts and support the nominee of the party 
at Chicago. 

The unit rule was adopted and the two 
former gold men on the delegation agreed 
to vote for a silver platform and a silver 
eandidate at Chicago. 

A protest was made by some of the 
silver delegates from. the eleventh against 
confirming the election of Mr. C. R. Pen- 
dleton, of Lowndes, as a delegate. But a 
friend of Mr. Pendleton’s spoke for him and 
pledged him to act as the majority of the 
delegates dictated. For a moment it looked 
like the convention would repudiate Mr. 
Pendleton’s selection, but Captain Evan P. 
Howell took the floor and declared that the 
delegates from the eleventh had a right 
to choose whoever they wanted to repre- 
sent them, provided he would abide the 


ton had agreed to do this. Mr. Pendleton 
had tried to read him out of the party for 
being for silver. That was of no.conse- 
quence. He believed in home rule, and as 
Mr. Pendleton had agreed to vote as the 
convention dictated, his election should be 
confirmed. Captain Howell’s speech was 
received with enthusiasm and- the con- 
vention, by a large majority, confirmed Mr, 
Pendleton. 

Next to the unanimity and enthuslasm, 
the most remarkable feature of the cGon- 
vention was the fact that not one time, by 
either silver or gold delegates, was the 
national administration referred to. The 
delegates were looking to the future—pre- 
paring for the glorious victory which the 
democratic party is entitled to and will 


achieve.

man who holds office of any kind was 
elected as a delegate to Chicago. 

The thermometer in the Academy of Mu- 
sic, where the convention was held, stood 
around the 100 mark during the session of 
the convention, notwithstanding a dozen 
electric fans. On account of the intense 
heat, nominating speeches were limited to 
two minutes, and only one of them con- 
sumed that much time. The delegates were 
all one way on everything. So Chairman 
Steve Clay rushed things; the convention 
aided him and before 4 o’clock the work 
was done and the delegates and candidates 
were packing their bags and rushing for 
the first trdin. 

‘ Macon was intensely warm, but the peo- 
ple evidenced the greatest hosiptality and 
the delegates were much pleased with their 
treatment. 

Almost every prominent politician in the 
state was present at the convention. From 
the congressional delegation, ex-Speaker 
Crisp, Senator Bacon, Judge Bartlett, Colo- 
nel Livingston, Mr. Moses and Mr. Tate 
were on-lookers. Of course the governor 
and all the state officers and nearly all the 
judges and solicitors in the state were 
present. 

The story of the convention in detail ts 
told below: 


THE STORY IN DETAIL. 


What the Convention Did and How It 
Went About the Work. 
Macon, Ga., June 25.—(Special.)—High 
‘meridian found the Academy of Music 
packed with the men of. Georgia who 
had gathered therein for attention to busi- 
néss of state. For an hour previous the 
delegates had been pouring in, so that

| when the well-known figure of Uncle Bob 


Hardeman was seen moving down the cen- 
tral aisle simultaneously with the appear- 
ance of Chairman Clay upon the stage, a 
mighty cheer went up in acknowledgment 
of which both gentlemen bowed, and the 
Georgia state convention of 1896 was ready 
for business. 

The auditorium of the Academy of Mu- 
ic was decorated with the national colors, 
artistically disposed. The seats were told 
off into congressional districts and were 
nunYbered so that every delegate was as- 
sured of a’*seat. In the rear were the 
seats reserved for the alternates. The 
stage, upon which were gathered distin- 
guished gentlemen of state and groups of 
beautiful jiadies, who graced the scene, 
was decorated in highly creditable manner, 
the front bearing the inscription, ‘“‘Wel- 
come to democrats.” 

When Chairman Clay thad gained the 
attention of the convention he introduced 
Rev. Dr. McKay to open the proceedings 
with prayer. This he did from manuscript, 
imploring the Lord to ‘take from the 
minds of the servants all mean ambitions,”’ 
and to dispose them to the work for the 
good of their kind, ‘‘so that evils feared 
might be averted,.’’ 

The opening services consisted of ad- 
dresses from citizens of Macon, in which 
Mayor Daisy Price introduced Hon. John 


T. Boifeuillet to speak for him. This Mr. 


Boifeuillet did in a most graceful man- 
ner, welcoming the delegates to a city 
which was “‘the pink of the south, the rose 
of the world, and whose mayor was a 


daisy.”” “You have assembled here under 
the folds of the national banner,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Boifeuillet. Under it Washing- 
ton marched to victory; it waved over 
Valley Forge, and now that morning is 
breaking at Chicago, it will float over 
democratic victory.’ — 

Amid. the inspiring strains of the band 
and the applauding cheers of the conven- 
tio, Mr. Boifeuillet withdrew, and Mr. 
Roland Ellis was presented to further ex- 
tend the welcome of the Central City. 

“T desire,” said he, ‘“‘to welcome to this 
stronghold of stalwart democracy,® the 
state convention. For thirty years this is 
the first time that you have met with us, 
but here you will find that you are in the 
home of brothers, whose democracy has 
never faltered, and which needs no pa- 
tronage to keep it true. I welcome you 
to the home of the honored Bacon and of 
the beloved Bartlett—the home of honest 
democratic bimetallism of gold and silver.”’ 

This drew the first enthusiastic cheering 
of the day, because it touched upon the 
chord to which the people had responded. 
It was a magnificent ovation which was 
given the young orator. 

‘“‘Allow me,’’ he said in conclusion, “to 
present you with a gavel, emblematical 
of the fight which we have won—composed 
of sixteen parts of silver to one part of 
gold.”’ 

. Chairman Clay’s Speech. 

The preliminary speaking being thus con- 
cluded, Chairman Clay was heartily ap- 
plauded as he stepped forward and said: 

“IT declare. the democratic state conven. 


tion now opened.” As he proceeded with 
his speech it was liberally punctuated with 
approving cheers, 

“I am a sound money democrat,” he said, 
“Every dollar should be equally valuable; 
gold and silver, at the ratio of 16 to 1, 
gives the best money in the world.”’ 

It was thus that he led up to the declara. 
tion to which Georgians now pin their 
faith, the cheers of the delegates growing 
in intensity as he unfolded his views. 

The speech, in full, is as follows: 

Gentlemen of t Convention: As 
chairman of the democratic executive conr- 
mittee of this state it becomes my duty, 
as well as my pleasure, to call this con- 
vention to order and preside until a tem- 
porary chairman can be elected. I ask 
that you will hear me for a few minutes 
that I may speak a few words in encour- 
agement of our party in this-state. This 
is the first time I have had the pleasure 
of calling a democratic convention to- 
gether or being a delegate to one in the 
city of Macon. 

“To my recollection it is the first state 
convention that has convened in Macon 
since the war. It is an honor that I ap- 
preciate to preside over this state denfo- 
cratic convention in the hospitable, genial 
and progressive city of Macon. The cour- 
tesy that has been extended to us by the 
committee of arrangements is appreciated 
and will never be forgotten. When the 
state democratic executive committee. con- 
vened in Atlanta a few months ago, a 
delegation came from the city of Macon — 
asking that the state convention be held 
in the Central City. The committee by a 
majority vote decided in favor of this 
city. We were assured then that if we 
came here we might expect at the hands 
ef the denfocrats of the county of Bibb 
in the next state and national elections 
3,00 majority for our ticket. I hdépe the 
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game spirit of unity and enthusiasm may 
find a lodgment in the hearta of other 
democrats in every city, county and mili- 
tia district in Georgia, so that in the com- 
ing elections we may carry this state by 
such an unprecedented majority as to 
absolutely convince our erring brethren 
that the party of Jefferson and Jackson 
is we before the people of this 
state. 

“Six months ago every indication point- 
ed to the overwhelming defeat of the dem- 
ocratic party. We were not certain then 
that we could get a candidate to accent 
the nomination for president, but we are 
sure now that we will have no serious 
trouble on that line when the national 
convention convenes in the city of Chi- 
cago. I am glad to say that every indica- 
tion points to a great democratic victory 
in both state and national elections. 

“A gentleman was talking to me the 
other day and remarked that no ma. 
could get as many people to hear him as 
Sam Jones, and he gave as a reason why 
this speaker exercised such an influence

over his hearers that he had convinced 
the people that he felt an interest in the 
masses—that his mission and purpose was 
to elevate their condition and make their 
lives better and happier, and to relieve 
their wants and distresses; hence his 
power over the masses of the people. In 
my judgment he gave the correct solution 
of the influence of this man as a public 
speaker. If the democratic party wishes 
to have the respect, love and confidence 
of the Amrerican people and to rule the 
affairs of this great country of ours, it 
must demonstrate by its actions its inter- 
est in man, its great desire and purpose 
to ascertain what measures are best cal- 
culated to lighten the burdens of the peo- 
ple and advance their interests; it must be 
the champion of equality of rights; it must 
ever be the friend and champion of a sys- 
tem of laws that causes the burdens of 
taxation to fall justly and alike upon all 
classes; it must demonstrate to the people 
by its actions, and not alone by plat- 
forms, that its mission is to give to the 
American people a just, wise and frugal 
government, one that recognizes the broth- 
erhood of nran and seeks diligently to shield 
and protect him from unjust legislation 
and one that encourages him to become 
a useful member of society and a happy, 
prosperous, independent sovereign citizen. 
It should be the mission of the democratic 
party to make seventy millions of citizens 
a free, happy and contented people. The 
only way that this mission can be accom- 
plished is to put into public Office men 
who believe in real democratic doctrines 
and democratic principles, and who, deep 
down in the recesses of their hearts, feel 
an interest in the wants and needs of ail 
classes of people. The political party that 
misleads, that promises and never re- 
deems, can never hope to retain the love 
and confidence of the majority of the 
American people. 

“It I speak a few plain words to you to- 
day, will you receive them from one who 
believes that democratic supremacy is ab- 
Solutely essential to the continued happiness 
and prosperity of the people of Georgia? 
Notwithstanding that charges have been 
made to the contrary, I declare to you in 
the presence of this vast assembly of rep- 
résentative Georgians, that while I have 
been at the head of the committee, not a 
word have I spoken nor a line have I writ- 
ten to advance my own political fortunes, 
and, as God may judge, I have looked alone 
to what I believe to be to the best interests 
of the party in this state. 

““We have two elements in the democratic 
party in this state; one for the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1, and the other opposed to it. A 
large majority of the people and a large 
majority of this convention are favorable 
to the coinage of buth metals without dis- 
crimination against either. 

“For myself I have never seen a time that 
I did not favor sound money. I am in favor 
of sound money now. I expect to continue 
in favor of sound money. I believe that 
every dollar in gold, silver and paper should 
have equal debt paying and’ purchasing 
power. The gold dollar and the silver dul- 
lar should always go into the markets and 
buy the same amount of the necessaries of 
life. We do not want a depreciated cur- 
rency. The party shuuld never cease to be 
the champion of a sound and stable cur- 
rency, but, in my judgment, when this great 
government of ours, the most enlightened 
nation in the wurid, with 70,000,000 of peo- 
ple and her billions of wealth, shall declare 
in favor of the coinage of both gold and sil- 
vér without any discrimination against 
either and make both full legal tender in 
the payment of debts, both private and 
public, we will have the soundest money 
in the world. 

“Let us remember, however, that the 
minority are entitled to the'r views, hon- 
estly expressed, and we must concede to 
them sineerity and honesty of purpose. 
After the nominations ure over aud the 
platform fixed, all of us, as a bana of 
brethren in one common cause united, 
must furget our past differences and go 
to work for the success of our party. Let 
us renfernber -+hat proscription has no 
part or lot in the detmucratic party; tha 
right to aiffer. exists, and that right must 
he sacredly respected, nor must this privi- 
lege of dissent be conceded with coild- 
ness and disdain, but openly, cordially 
and with good will. The right of free 
thought, free inquiry and free speech with- 
in the ranks of the party that has done 
more to elevate the conditions aid sur- 
roundings of the cammon people than all 
other political organizations combined, 
should be as clear as the noonday sun 
and as bounteous as the air and the 


ocean. Without a full, complete and cheer- 
ful recognition of this right the demo- 
cratic party will never accomplish its 
mission, its past history constitutes the 
greater part of the achievements of the 
nation. The author of our faith was the 
third president of the United States. It 
was Jefferson who proclaimed that this 
government should ever stand for equal 
and exact justice to all men; fit was Jetf- 
ferson who proclaimed that the demo- 
cratihc party should ever be the champion 
of a wise, frugal and just government; 
that it should ever interpose in behalf of 
the weak and the oppressed who might 
suffer unjustiy at the hands of the crafty 
and the cunning; that it should never in- 
fringe upon the private rights of the cliti- 
zep except to promote his interest and ad- 
vance his happiness. It was Jefferson 
who advised us iz we should wander from 
these principles in moments of error and 
alarm, to hasten to retrace our steps and 
regain the road which alone leads ‘to 
liberty, safety and prospérity. It was 
under his administration that the alien 
and sedition laws, so obnoxious to the 
people, were repealed, and freedom of 
speech and freedom of the press guaran- 
teed. His public services to his country, 
the principles he advanced to govern his 
part’ and to which he clung s0 tenacious 
ly until death, are an inestimable heri- 
tage to his followers. 

‘Madison, the wise and sagacious demo- 
crat who followed him, fanks in his- 
tury among. the foremost of American 
statesmen. Monroe. the great democrat 
who succeeded Madison, had before him 
the Herculean task of paying the war 
debt of 1812. His administration revived 
our commerce and greatly strengthened 
the resources and credit of the nation, It 
was this famotis statesman and patriot 
who devilared that the American continents 
were not to be censidered subjects for 
colonization by any European power. 
This famous doctrine constitutes what 
has ever since been known in the 
policy and diplomacy of the United 
States as the “Monroe doctrine,”’ 
the doctrine by which the entire western 
hemisphere is consecrated to free institu- 
tions. These are only a part of the lasting 
benefits transmitted to us by the hands 
of the democratic party. 

“The next democrat to occupy the pres- 
idential chair was the dauntless and in- 
intrepid Jackson. If we prize inflexible hon- 
esty, unassailable integrity, irom will and 
unselfish patriotism, then let us follow the 
life and character of Andrew Jackson. He 
was one of those men for whom no toil 
was too arduous, no responsibility too 
great. 

“Time wil) not permit me, however, to 
pursue the history of our party. 

“From the time that Jackson was elected 
to the close of Ruchanan’s administration 
in 1860, a period of sixty years, the demo- 
cratic party, with the exception of eight 
years, administered the affairs of this 
government. It gave to the country as 
chief magistrate Jefferson, Madison, Mon- 
roe, Adams, Van Buren, Jackson, Polk, 
Piercé and Buchanan, while our opponents 
in the same period elected Harrison and 
Taylor. In 1860 we had taken our stand 
among the great nations of the earth. 
The democratic party has been responsi- 
ble for the administration of the govern- 
ment for half a century. Dufing this 
time the territorial domains of the repub- 
lic, inclosing the grandest afea of for- 
est. Valley and plain the world has in it, 
had been reclaimed from barbarism and 
organized into states largely populated hy 
the Anglo-Saxon race. The soil and cli- 
mate, the woods, lakes and rivers, the 
mountains, vallevs and prairies had afr 
been utilized in bringing about a civiliza- 
tion unsurpassed in the history of nations. 
The democratic party had planted and nur- 
tured a free government of equality and 
justice on the most liberal scale known in 
the history of the world. It had ever es- 
poused the cause of lihertvy and the cause 
of right: it foveht I’ke a hero for the free. 
dom and eouality of man. Tt had project- 
ed a civilization that is the vasfest and 
grandest of the world: it had built up a 
government that has challenged the ad- 
miration of civilized nations. The United 
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tional convention. I trust that by a united 
effort We may elect the fiext president of 
the United States. If the platform fixed 
by the convention in the city of Chicago 
shall be In favor of sound money and 
against the free and unlimited coinage of 
both gold and silver at the ratic of 16 to 
1, then the minority should accept the 
will of the majority and the free silver 
democrats should stand by the platform and 
the nominees. 

“Tf that platform shall be in favor of the 
free, unlimited and independent coinage of 
both gold and silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 
then the will of the majority should prevail 
and every sound money democrat should 
come to the support of the democratic plate 
form and nominees, After these nomina- 
tions are over and after these platforms 
are fixed, we should cease our quarrels and 
Wrangles. The past should be forgotten, 
all differences settled and all democrats 
united to go forward and battle in one 
solid phalanx with the determination to 
win and with the steadfast purpose to give 
just, fair and proper treatment to every 
democrat who stands by the party, regard- 
less of past differences. The people of 
Goorgia cannot afford to have the demo- 
eratic party suffer defeat at the polls. 

“What kind of a state government has 
democracy given us in Georgia since 1870? 
It has had control of the affairs of this 
state for more than a quarter of a century. 
In 1870, when it came into power, it found 
the treasury exhausted, the state bonds 
selling below par, a large, unjust and 
fraudulent bond indebtedness created 
against the state, and the people were suf- 
fering almost unendurable hardships at the 
hands of the republican party, temporarily 
in control of the affairs of the state. But 
what do we now find? Our gallant young 
governor, we are told, but a few days ago 
floated 3% per cent Georgia bonds payable 
in coin at 106. No state in the union has a 
better oredit than Georgia.

Six Judges for the Supreme Court. 

After the adoption of the platform a res- 
Olution was adopted recommending that 
the constitution be amended to increase the 
supreme court justices to six, and that they 
be elected by the people. | 

The resolution provided that this amend- 
ment should be submitted to the people at 
the coming state election. 

The resolution in detail—offered by Mr. 
W. H. Fleming, of Richmond—was as fol- 
lows: 


‘‘Whereas, The supreme court of Georgia 
as now constituted, with three judges, finds 
it impossible to give proper consideration 
to the vastly increased volume of business 
necessitating the decidi of cases without 
oral argument, a right which ought not to 
be abridged and which has always been 
jealously guarded by the courts and the 
people as essential to the due administra- 
tion of justice; and, ° 

‘“‘Whereas, The general assembly, at its 
last session, did, by more than a two- 
thirds vote of each house, recommend an 
amendmént to the constitution of the state 
increasing the number of judges to six and 
placing the election of all the supreme 
court judges in the hands of the people, in- 
stead of the legislature, and providing for 
the court to sit either in bench or in divi- 
sions of three judges each, as the import- 
ance and difficulty of cases may require, 
thus increasing greatly the ability of the 
court to dispatch work, and also giving in- 
creased dignity and authority to the court 
as a legal tribunal; therefore, be it 

‘*Resolved, That, recognizing the necessi- 
ty of the situation and the propriety of lift- 
ing the judiciary as far as possible above 
mere party strife, we recommend the adop- 
tion of said constitutional amendment at 
the polls in October, and call upon all 
voters of the state to support it as a pa- 
triotic duty, irrespective of party lines, it 
being a subject in which all classes of our 
people are vitally interested. 


For Civil and Religious Liberty. 

Colonel Robertson presented this resolu- 
tion for civil and religious liberty, which, 
after a few words from ex-Senator Walsh, 
was unanimously adopted: 


*“‘Whereas, The Constitution of the United

We further declare our devotion to 
the inalienable and constitutional right of 
every American citizen to worship God ac- 
cording to the dictates of conscience.” 

Eulogistic of Colonel Hardeman. 

Then this was adopted by a rising vote 
and great cheering: 

“Resolved, That by the refiremen of the 
Hon. R. U. Hardeman from the office of 
state treasurer, which he has filled for the 
past twelve years, the ‘state will be de- 
prived of the service of an official whose 
untarnished record as treasurer is con- 
gidered by his fellow citizens a matter of 
state pride.”’

SHE SCREAMED-HE ESCAPED 


The Man Was in Three Feet of Her

MRS. SHEARER IS NEARLY PROSTRATED 


Officers Think They Will Capture the 
Negro Today—No Valuables 
Were Stolen. 


A bold case of burglary, which borders 
very closely on an attempted felonious as- 
sault, occurred at 444 Luckie street last 
night. 

A big, black negro entered the residence 
of Mr. Vernon Shearer through the win- 
dow in the dining room. Mrs. Shearer was 
alone in her room at the time and was 
asleep on the bed. 

She was awakened by a strange noise and 
discovered a negro, within three feet of her 
bed, advancing toward her. She screamed 
and the-negro jumped out the window. 

As the result of the fright Mrs. Shearer 


at an early hour this morning was lying 


at her mother’s home across the street in 
a prostrated condition. 
_ Did He Attempt Assault? 

There is a wide difference of opinion 
among the citizens in that neighborhood as 
to the intentions'‘of the negro. Some think 
that he had entered the house merely for 
robbery, while others are. of the opinion 
that the man knew that Mrs. Shearer was 
alone and had attempted a felonious as- 
sault. The facts somewhat support both 
theories. 

Soon after the negro had jumped out the 
window a large crowd of citizens were at- 
tracted by the screams of the frightened 


woman. Up to a late hour last night they [ 


had not dispersed. 

The officers arrived on the scene a few 
minutes later and secured a good descrip- 
tion of the man. He was seen by parties as 
he entered the alley leading to the house, 
and also as he left. It is probable that he 
will be caught today. 

After tea yesterday afternoon Mr. Shear- 
er left home to be gone some time. Mrs. 
Shearer was alone. About 8 o'clock she had 
lain down on tke bed in her sleeping room 
and was half asleep. 

The lamp was sitting on the mantle and 
was regulated so as to give a very dim 
light. Mrs. Shearer was suddenly aroused 
by very cautious footsteps and she beheld 
the big negro. He was very heavy set and 
very black, and his slouch hat was pulled 
down over his face. 

Mrs. Shearer screamed at the top of her 
voice and the negro stopped. He then 
turned quickly around, returned to the 
dining room adjoining and jumped out the 
window. 

As soon as the negro disappeared Mrs. 
Shearer ran out the side door to the front 

ard, where she fell completely exhausted. 
She was picked up later by neighbors who 
had been attracted by her screams, and 
was carried to her mother’s, across the 
street, in a prostrated condition. 

It was not long before a large crowd of 
angry citizens had collected at the place.

SILVERITES IN DENVER. 


A Large Meeting Elects Delegates to 
St. Louis July 22d. 


Denver, Col., June 23.—Five hundred 
delegates of all political parties from two- 
thirds of the counties organized today the 
first state convention of the national silver 
party adopted a platform and elected dele- 
mates to the national convention, which 
meets in St. Louis July 22d. 

The convention: was harmonious and en- 
thusiastic. The platform is a strong decla- 
ration for silver and declares allegiance 
to any Other national party and candidate 
for the presidency that accords with this 
view on the financial question. 

Senator Henry ‘M. Teller is indorsed. for 
the presidency. 

Hon. I. N. Stevens, acting state chatr- 
man, called the convention to order. He 
reviewed the history of the movement cre- 
ating this new party and stated that its 
purpose is solely to unite the people of the 
country upon one common oandidate for 
the presidehicy who will favor the restora- 
tien of silver to full legal tender money 
power. 

Senator H. A. W. Tabor was selected as 
temporary chairman and David Day, of 
Durango. secretary. 

After the committee on credentials had 
reported a permanent orgarization was ef- 
fected by the selection of Hon. Platt 
Wicks, of Pueblo, permanent chairman 
and Mrs, Sue M. Hall secretary. While 
awaiting the report of the committee on 
resolutions Hon. Lafe Pence, Hon. J. B. 
Belford and Judge PP. V. Burns delivered 
sensational addresses, the burden of which 
were attacks upon the money power and 
urzing a campaign to unite the people 
under one candidate against the goldites 
and thetr demands. 

When the committee on resolutions re- 
ported a long address in the form of an 
argument in favor of free coinage, which 
also severely attacked the opponents to 
this idea, a storm of protests to the lan- 
guage and style of the platform ensued 
and after a long discussion the committee 
Was ordered to prepare another platform. 

A recess was then taken until evening. 
The delegates named include many promi- 
nent men .of the state of all political 
parties, 

Upon reassembling in the evening the 
conyention adopted a short platform with- 
out discussion. The money plank Is as 
follows: 

“The paramount 
the United States is 
money question. It is between the gold 
standard, gold bonds and bank currency 
on the one side and the bimetallic stan- 
dard. no bonds and government currency 
on the other. On this issue we declare 
ourselves to be in favor of a. distinctly 
American financial svstem. We are un- 
alterably opposed to the single gold stan- 
dard and demand an immediate return to 
the constitution standard of gold and silver 
bv the restoration by the government in- 
dependently of any foreign power of the 
unrestricted colnage .of both gold and 
silver in standard monev at the ratio of 16 
to 1 and upon terms of exact eauality as 
thev existed prior to 1873, the. silver coin 
to be a full legal tender equally with gold 
for all debts and dues. private and public.” 

The resolutions indorse Senator Teller 
and recommend him for the presidency, but 
failing to secure that. to agree to support 
any other silver candidate. The platform 
closes with the following appeal: 

“We therefore confidently appeal to the 
people of the United States to leave in 
abeyance for the moment all other ques- 
tions. however important and even mo- 
mentous ther mav seem: to sunder. if 
need be, all former party ties and affilia- 
tions and unite in one supreme effort to 
free themselves and their children from 
the domination of the money power and 
upon the consummation of our desires and 
efforts we invoke the prace and favor of 
the divine province.” 

The convention adjourned the 
adoption of the platform. 


FIRING ON THE COMMODORE. 


A Revenue Cutter Chases the Fleet 
Filibustering Boat. 

Tampa, Fla., June 25.—When the steamer 
Commodore left Port Tampa this after- 
noon she was followed by the revenue 
ecnutter McLane, the latter having orders to 
stop the suspected filibuster. 

When Captain Morton of the Commodore 
saw the McLane in pursuit he crowded on 
steam and a lively race began, as -the 
Commodore gained the McLane sent four 
solid shot after the filibuster, and the 
latter came to. 

The McLane’s commander searched the 
Commodore but nothing contraband was 
found. 

The Commodore was allowed to go and 
the McLane started back to port. Six 
miles down the bay, however, the Com- 
modore came to and was apvroached by 
three schooners. Near a hundred men 
and scores of boxes of arms and ammuni- 
tion were transferred from the schooners 
to the Commodore. . 

The McLane’is tcommander saw this 
transfer by means of his glass?s, and 
again pursued tne Commodore. The Mce- 
Lane gained at first and fired on the 
Commodore repeatedly. but the shots fell 
short. The powerful engines of the Com- 
modore soon told, however, and she he- 
gan to forge ahead. When the boats 
passed St. Petersburg ,the Commodore 
was leading the McLane six miles. As the 
McLane has no coast pilot she wiil have 
to lay to during the night and this will 
enable the Commodore io :nake good her 
escape.

DUNCAN MAKES CHARGES AGAINST EVANS 


_-- —— 


The Governor’s Brother Rises and De- 
nounces the Statement as a Lie. 
Hot Times Expected. 


June 25.—(Spectal.)—The 
campaign party reached here by steanfer 
at midnight. The meeting was of the 
quiet kind which has characterized these 
from the beginning of the campaign in 
remarkable contrast with those of the 
last six years. 

There were several incidents of the 
day. B. B Evans, a brother of the gov- 
fernor, denounced as damned [Hes two 
statements of Mr. John T. Duncan, op- 
posing Governor Evans for the senate. 
One of these statements Governor Evans 
denounced as an “infernal

lie.’’ 

And when G. Walt Whitman, candidate 
for wovernor, referred to newspaper re- 
porters as liars, W. E,. Gonzales, a cor- 
respondent, demanded that he _ particu- 
larize. 

Mr. Whitntan disclaimed any reference 
to him. Mr. Duncan, for the foufth tinre, 
called on Governor Evans to say whether 
he had an agreement with Rhind to di- 
vide the $118,000 commission to be received 
for the sale of the bonds, saying when 
that question was answered he would 
go further on that line. He charged the 
governor with having rescinded the in- 
surance on all state dispensaries, which 
were immediately reinsured by B. B. 
Evans, the governor's brother. 

The governor's brother, who was in the 
audience, Jumped up and said: 

“That's a damned lie.’ 

Mr. Duncan took no notice of the in- 
terruption, but went on to charge that 
the dispensary board had sent out a cir- 
cular requiring all dispensers to give 
bond in surety companies, and accompa- 
m@ing each notice was a blank form for 
insurance from the gurety company rep- 
resented by the governor's brother with 
the request “fill out and return.’ 

Mr. B. B. Evans spoke to Mr. Duncan, 
who refused to reoognize him, saying 
he would talk with the governor. 

“Then,” said Mr. Evans, “I denounce 
that statement before this audience as 
a -damned lie.’’ 

Governor Evans followed Mr. Duncan. 
He denounced as “an infernal lie” the 
statement that he had ever canceled a 
dollar's worth of insurance on: the dis- 
pensary. If he had an agreement with 
Rhind to divide the commissions for the 
sale of the bonds would he have charged 
Governor Tillman a fee for. taking the 
case? No, he would have gone on and 
pocketed the commissions. r 

This was the nearest approach the gov- 
ernor has made to answering Mr. Dun- 
can’s question about a previous agreement 
with Rhind to divide, 

In reply, Mr. Duncan asked B. B. 
Evans if he had the dispensaries insured. 
Mr. Evans replied that he had. 

“Did you inclose that notice to insure 
in your company with the circular requir- 
ing them to insure?’ 

Mr. Evans denied having done so, but 
said the dispensary had sent them out, 
the chief clerk having asked him for 
them as he represented the only surety 
companies doing business in the state. 

Both sides are resting on their arms. 
General Earle has not appeared on the 
stump. The next meeting is in Marion 
on Saturday, when a large gathering is 
expected. 


EX-SENATOR TRUMBULL DEAD. 


STUDIED LAW UNDER JUDGE 
HIRAM WARNER 


And Served in the Illinois Legislature 
with President Abraham 
. Lincoln. 


Chicago, June 25.—Lyman Trumbull died 
at 3 o’clock this morning at his home, 41¢8 
Lake avenue. He had been ill for a long 
time, but rallied at intervals, causing hope 
that he might eventually reccver. His 
last relapse, however, settled his fate in 
the minds of his pbysicians and the end 
had been expected ddily for the past week. 

Ex-Senator Lyman Trumbull was born 
in Colchester, Conn., October 12, 1813. He 
was the son of Benjamin Trumbull, who 
was a lawyer and legislator of renown 
in Connecticut. Lyman ‘Trumbull gradu- 
ated from Bacon academy and sub 
quently taught school at Salem, Chatham 
and Parsippany, N. J. 

In 1833 he went to Greenville, Ga., where 
he taught school and studied law under 
Judge Hiram Warner, and in 1837 was ad- 
mitted to the Georgia bar. 

The same year he journeyed to Spring- 
field, I}l., Chicago and thence to Connec- 
ticut, the major portion of the distance 
being traveled on horseback. In 1837 he 
returned to Illinois and settled in Belle- 
ville. In 1840 he was elected to the st:¢ge 
legislature, when Abraham Lincoln was a 
member of that body. The following 
year he was appointed secretary of state. 
In 1848 he was elected a justice of the su- 
preme court and served two terms. In 
1854 he was elected to congress as an anti- 
Nebraska democrat. In February, 1855, 
before the opening of the congress to 
which he had been chosen he was elected 
Jnited States senator. He was again 
elected in 1861 and in 1867, serving eighteen 
years. His senatorial services were in- 
valuable in shaning legisiation and sus- 
taining the administration during the war 
of the rebellion. At the expiration of his 
term of service in the senate he resumed 
the practice of his profession at Chicago.

TAR-HEELS FOR FREE COINAGE. 


THE GOLD STANDARD GIVEN A 
BLACK-EYE AT RALEIGH. 


The Delegates to Chicago Will Stand 
on a Plainly Written 
Platform. 


Raleigh, N. C., June 25.—The: democratic 
state convention met here at 12:30.o’clock 
and was called to order by J. H.* Pou, 
chairman of the staté committee. Ninety- 
five of the ninety-six counties ‘in the state 
were represented and 700 delegates were 
present. Theo F. Klutts was made tem- 
porary chairman. The convention at 1:30 
o’clock took a recess for an hour. 

After recess most of the afternoon was 
devoted to speech making and there were 
scores of declarations for free coinage, 
in which two prominent federal office hold- 
ers, Revenue Collector Simmons, of Ral- 
eigh, and District Attorney R. B. Glenn, 
of Winston, heartily joined. Clement 
Manly was elected permanent. chairman. 
It was nearly 6 o'clock when the platform 
was read. It is as follows: 

‘“‘Whereas, the democratic party had its 
birth in Jefferson's great contest against 
the centralization of the powers of the 
federal government and in 
strict construction of the federal constitu- 
tion, embodied in the tenth amendment 
thereto, in which all powers not -leie- 
guted to it were exprssly reserved to the 
states respectively, or to the people, and 

“Whereas, The republican party has ever 
been a party of centralization; therefore 
be it 

‘Resolved, That we appeal to the people 
to cbhserve this fundamental difference be- 
tween the democratic party and its tra- 
ditional enemy in respect to the powers of 
the central government; that the constitu- 
tion recognizes gold and silver as the 
primary or redemption money of these 
states and in the words of the democratic 
platform, ‘We believe in honest money, 
the gold and sélver coinage of the consti- 
tution and a circulating medium converti- 
ble into such monéy without loss.’ 

‘‘We favor, independently of other na- 
tions, the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver and gold, without discrimination 
against either, at the present legal ratio 
of 16 to 1, and we condemn the system 
which, in time of peace with millions of 
silver bullion lying idle in the treasury, 
has forced the government within two 
years to issue nearly $212,000,000 in bonds. 
We condemn the action of the secvetary of 
the treasury in following the republican 
precedent of paying the obligations of the 
government in gold which were specifically 
made payable in coin. We hereby instruct 
our delegates to the national convention 
both as to platform and candidates, to 
advocate and vote as a unit unflinchingly, 
at all hazards, for the restoration of sil- 
ver, and otherwise in obedience to the let- 
ter and the spirit of the principles herein 
eaunciated. 

‘We further instruct our delegates, state 
and district, to use all their efforts to 
abrcgate the two-third rule, if necessary, 
to secure the nomination of a candidate 
in complete, in hearty and in known ac- 
cord with the principles herein enunciated 
by us, : 

‘We warn the people against the threat- 
cned combined evils of the gold standard 
and the McKinley tariff, These twin 
monsters go hand in hand in their mission 
of destructicn, drawing the very sustenance 
frcm the body of the people, and conse- 
trating all wealth and power in the hands 
of the few. 

‘“‘We denounce the’ McKinley ‘tariff and 
ell forms of a protective tariff legislation, 
and favor a constitutional tariff tor rev2 
nue only. 

‘“‘We favor the repeal of the unconstitu- 
tional tax of 10 per Cent on the state banks 
of issue. 

“We declare ourselves in favor of a 
graduated income tax, in order that wealth 
may bear its due proportion of the burden 
of supporting the government, and we 
favor an iinmediate amendment of the 
constitution of the United States author- 
izi.g its levy and collection in express 
terms, leaving nothing for’ judicial con- 
struction, 

“We are unalterably opposed to all leg: 
is‘. tion by which monopolies and trusts 
are created and fostered. 

‘We insist upon the faithful execution 
of the existing laws against the same and 
upcn such further legislation as may be 
necessary for their suppression.” 

‘tthe tollowing is a summary of that part 
of the platform relating to state matters: 

It points with pride to the economical 
and stainless administration; favors the 
enactment of such an election law as will 
secure the purity of the ballot; favors the 
continuance of the educational system es- 
tablished by the party; favors a prompt, 
just and impartial administration of the 
criminal law, and points with pride to the 
fact that the anti-lynching ‘aw enacted 
by a democratic legislature and its faith- 
ful. execution have totally suppressed 
lynching; cordially invites all men regard- 
less of former political associations, to 
unite with us in a fight to the finish for 
free coinage, lower taxes, higher prices 
for agricultural products and labor, and 
declares that peace, prosperity and hap- 
piness depend on the defeat of the repub- 
lican state ticket. 

There was a great sensation when Paul 
B. Means offered a substitute for the silver 
plank, favoring the gold dollar as the 
standard. Mr. Means said in the course 
of ‘this remarks in support of his substi- 


tute: 
“The sentiment uttered by my ideal man

JAKE ZEIGLER 
WAS SHOT DOWN. 


Dotective Aderhalt Fires Buckshot Into 


the Outlaw 


WHO HAD’ RESISTED ARREST 


Jake’s Cousin Was Shot in the 
Arm, 


AND ADERHOLT WAS ALSO WOUNDED 


Is in a Serious Condition and “May 
Die—Great Excitement at 
Sylvania. 


Sylvania, Ga., June 25.—(Special.)—The 
Most intense excitement again prevails in 
Screven county. It is feared another double 
killing has occurred. At least one of the 
parties is already dead and the other is not 
expected to live. 

Early this morning Detective Aderholt, 
accompanied by Julius W. Arnett, @ young 
man of the town, went out to Mrs. Peggy 
Zeigier’s, the mother of Jake Zeigler, for 
the. purpose of arresting the latter, against 
whom an indictment for seduction has been 
pending for two or more years, and who 
was also charged with the offense of ac- 
cessory after the fact in the case of Sol and 
Corrie Zeigler for the killing of Sheriff 
Brooker. 

Aderholt and Arnett reached Zeigler’s 
early this morning, but did not see Jake 
Zeigler until about ‘half an hour by sun, 
when they discovered him driving calves 
from the cowpen. They crept up on him 
unaweres and Detective Aderholt leveled 
his gun at him and demanded a surrender. 

A Scuffle for a Pistol. 

Realizing he was at their mercy, Jake de- 
cided to make no resistance and to give up. 
In fact, he was asking the detective if he 
intended to handcuff him and if he would 
be allowed to give bond. 

Suddenly some women, who were in the 
house close by, took in the situation and 
game running down to the cowpen. As soon 
as they got there one of them «undertook to 
take Julius Arnett’s pistol away from him 
and in the scuffle for the pistol it was ac- 
cidentally discharged, and Arnett says this 
was the first shot that was fired. 

In the meantime the attention of another 
party was attracted to the scene. This 
was Lonnie Zeigler, a cousin of Jake’s, who 
was plowing in a field near the louse. He 
turned loose the plow, ran into the house 
and got a double-barreled shot gun loaded 
with buckshot and started down to the 
cowpen. Aderholt and Arnett saw him 
coming and tried to stop him, but he came 
on and when in about twenty steps of 
Aderholt and Arnett he fired toth barrels 
and Aderholt’s left side was fied with 
buckshot. 


A Regular Battle. . 

Zieglcr’s friends claim that the detective 
and Arnett fired at Lonnie first and that he 
returred the fire. However this may he, 
the firing soon commenced on ail sides and 
three parties were badly hurt. ° 

Aderholt was badly shot <¢nd bleeding, 
Jake Zeiglers right side was entire- 
ly filled with buckshot from the detective’s 
gun and Lonnie Zeigler, who ran away af- 
ter he had emptied both barrels of his gun, 
Was severely wounded by receiving a load 
of buckshot in hts arm, hitting him from 
the wrist to the shoulder. The detective 
and Arnett realized that Jake Zeigler was 
mortally wounded and they made no effort 
to bring him into Sylvania. They got in 
their buggies and drove rapidly into town 
and medical aid was at once given to 
Aderholt. 
make a thorough examination of his 
wounds until they had conferred with Dr, 
Dougnty, of Augusta. Aderholt may =§re- 
cover, but it is extremely doubtful. 

Zeigler Dead, Aderholt Dying. 

Jake Zeigler died this afternoon at 7 
o’clock. About 4 o’clock this afternoon A, 
Zeigler and Richard Zeigler came in and 
swore out warrants against Aderhclit and 
Arnett, charging them with assault with 
intent to murder. The former is in a too 
critical condition to be disturbed and the 
latter was arrested and placed under bond. 

Detective Morris heard of the shooting 
and came in on the evening train. He was 
also arrested for carrying concealed weap- 
ons and he, too, gave bond. 

Arnett says Aderholt is the collest and 
bravest man he ever - saw and Aderholt 


says that he never saw a braver man than. 


Zeigler. Both Jake and Lonnie Zeigler are 
cousins of Sol and Corrie Zeigler. 

Men were seen late this evening in little 
groups here and there discussing the situ- 
ation. The coolest and most conservative 
men are ill at ease on account of the ter- 
rible affair and they wonder if the trouble 
will ever end.

Lynching of Bill Westmoreland at 
Fort Deposit. 


HE MURDERED MR. GILCHRIST 


Was Arrested by Another Negro and 
Placed in Jail.

ARMED MEN CALL ON THE JAILER 


Take the Prisoner Out and Put Him 
to Death—Story of the Arrest 
of the Murderer.

Montgomery, Ala., June 25.—(Special.)— 
Bill Westmoreland, the negro who murder- 
ed Mr. James Gilchrist in Lowndes coun- 
ty Monday, and who was subsequently ar- 
rested and taken to Fort Deposit to jail, 
was forcibly taken from a strong guard 
Wednesday night by a mob of 20 
armed men, who assembled from the ad- 
joining towns and farms, and hanged to 
a big elm tree in.the Gilmer woods, near 
the Fort Deposit cemetery. His body was 
then riddled by 300 bullets, 

Westmoreland’s murder was an atrocious 
one. Gilchrist had cared for the negro and 
his wife when they were almost famishing 
for food and had treated them most kind- 
ly. He provided them with supplies from 
hig store with the understanding that 
they were to work the debt out. The wo- 
man worked for a few days; when she quit 
and. remained idly at the home. One day 
recently she came to Gilchrist’s store and 
sought to buy further supplies on credit. 
Gilchrist refused her. This angered West- 
moreland, who secreted himself behind an 
outhouse in Gilchrists wsecK yard and 
when the latter came along, goirg toward 
his stable lot, the negro fired on him, kill- 
fing him instahtly. Westmoreland made 
away, ard the whole town of Fort Deposit 
turned out to hunt for him. Business in 
the county was suspended and all joined 
in the search. Wednesday night Bud 
Green, a one-legged negro, -who attends 
the pump at McGee’s switch, encountered 
Westmoreland ceming up the track. He 
spoke to him.and told him that if he went 
to town in the clothes he had on he would 
be arrested for vagrancy. He invited the 
fugitive to come into his house and get 
a better outfit. While he was in the act 
of changing, clothes Green knocked the 
winchester from hig hand and demanded 
his surrender. Westnioreland pleaded earn- 
estly, reminding Green that they were of 
the same color and should protect and 
shelter each other, but Green replied that 
he had no shelter nor sympathy for a cold- 


blooded murderer, and after binding his 
prisoner he put him on a ‘hand car and took 


chim to the nearest station, where the offi- 


cers met them and took charge of the 
murderer. It is notable that many of West- 
moreland’s most ardent pursuers were ne- 
groes. ..

Seventy-Five Men Were Not Enough 
To Ratify Anything, Thought 
the Chairman. 


The big republican rally at the courte 
house last night broke up on account of a 
lack of attendance. When the meeting was 
called to order, about half-past § o'clock, 
by Smith Easley, there was in attendance 
about seventy-five negroes, of all descrip- 
tions, and four white men. 

The negroes ranged everywhere from dray 
drivers to politicians, and the four white 
men were chary about giving their names. 
One of them said he was from Massacbu- 
setts, but seemed to think that such a 
statement was sufficient. Another declined 
to say where he hailed from, or where he 
was going. He was like the wind in the 
scriptures, which, according to holy writ, 
“bloweth where it listeth.”” The other 
two sat on a front bench, and skipped out 
before any one could ascertain their names. 

When Easley called the meeting to order 
there was an evident dearth of enthusiasm 
The chairman said that there had been @ 
misunderstanding about the time of the 
mecting, and that, in his judgment, the 
meeting should be postponed to a later date. 
He suggested tlrat a motton to this effect 


would be in order. 

In the back part of the hall some one 
got up and made this motion, which was 
promptly seconded. As the chairman start- 
ed to put the motion, 1 big negro on the 
front row jumped up and said: 

“Mr. President, that ain’t no motion, no- 
hew.”’ 

“Come to order, sir,”’ said the chairman, 
“until I put the motion.” 

The motion wss put, and it was unani- 
mously decided that the meeting would be 
called at some future date, when a bigger 
rally could be held. 

Leaders Conspicuously Absent. 

Colonel Buck, Major Smythe and others 
of the white leaders of the republicans in 
Georgia were conspicuously absent. It wag 
stated that they had gone over to Alabama 
on business, and that no further call for 
a big rally of the republicans of the district 
would be made until théy returned and 
could be consulted as to a good time for 
a rally. 

It was evidently a disappointment to the 
negro politicians that they could not have 
a big rally. Those who were present were 
eager for a big meeting, and as they left 
the hall their complaints were loud that 
they had been disappointed in a political 
love feast, at whch all had hoped to make

There is an element of absolute unique- 
ness in Mr. Whitney’s recent proclama- 
tion, or pronunciamento, or whatever it 
nay be termed, that gives to the affair 
considerable interest. 

We do not at this moment recall a 
similar preceeding en the part of any 
American citizen Whose views had not 
been sought in a formal and definite 
Way. It is to be borne in wind-that Mr. 
Whitney a private citizen, that 
he has never, shone as a party leader 
in the larger sense. It is true that by 
easy methods of manipulation and wire- 
pulling he succeeded in nominating Mr. 
Cieveland—a feat in which no patriotic 
nan, it seems to us, could take any 
pride—but he has never cut any figure as 
a promotor or a believer in genuine 
democratic principles. 

Moreover, he is not

any office, and has never had any more | 


chance of becoming a real leader of the 
party than the immortal “J. N..” who 
went about the country “lifting the veil” 
some years ago. ‘Therefore, his recent 
proclamation to the people is absolutely 
unique. 

It is precisely this fact, however, that 
gives it such interest as it possesses. 
It is unique in. a way that usually 
touches the risibles of the American 
population, which is prone to find food 
for its humor in the most unexpected 
places. 

Apart from this the proclamation has 
one strange and amazing feature. It 
is purely sectional. It is a special plea 
for sectionalism of the most distressing 
type. The pronunciamento has been 
many weeks in preparation, and a very 
serious effort has been made to dress 
the sectionalism that is the basis of it 
in such gay and festive attire that it 
will escape attention. But the bones 
stick out. The cadaver shows plainly 
under the trimmings. 

Politely, pleasantly and with the air 
of a dancing master, Mr. Whitney an- 
nounces that he is a sectionalist. He 
stands for the northeast, with its money 
power, its gold syndicates, its trusts, its 
gigantic monopolies and its combined 
corporations. He is not only a sectional- 
ist, but, under cover of his affability, 
a very arrogant one. Politely, but yet 
boldly, he asks the people of the great 
middle west, the west and the south, 
to surrender their convictions and sup- 
port the views of the moneyed classes of 
the northeast. 

Amiably, and yet firmly, he announces 
to the public that he is going to Chicago 
for the purpose of turning the two-thirds 
majority of the democratic convention 
into supporters of the gold standard, 
coupled with a contemptible subterfuge 
in regard to “international bimetallism.” 

He declares that he has a distinct hope 
of making this northeastern sectional- 
ism so powerful that all the rest of the 
country will bend the Knee to it.

Silver in New York State. 

What is this we hear from New York? 
lu a democratic convention, elected and 
organized by the machine for the sole 
purpose of making a declaration in be- 
half ef the gold standard, free coinage 
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shows its head and is not afraid to make 
itself heard! 

But that is not all. The silver move- 
ment, which is only another name for 
the revival of genuine democracy, has 
made such headway in New York state 
that such men as Hill. and Whitney 
Who are dominated by the money power 
are amazed. The headlines ever a Sara- 
toga dispatch in The New York Herald 
declare: “Silver gaining in this state. 
Western county delegates say it is so 
strong republicans will be badly hurt. 
It affects both parties. Free coinage lit- 
erature disseminated among the farmers 
and making many converts.” 

Think of that! The silver movement 
sweeping over the state like a_ tidal 
wave, and Whitney and Hill arrang- 
ing to deceive the people with a plank 
about “international Dbimetallism.” It 
is a bait for fools, and even in New 
York state, the headquarters of the 
money power aad of the gold syndicates 
and of the trusts and corporation com- 
bines, the people are not fools enough 
to be gulled by it this year. 

The Herald's correspondent is inform- 
ed by men who, acting under orders 
from Wall street, are for gold and noth- 
ing else, that in southwestern, north- 
ern and central New York, the silver 
movenrent has swept in among the peo- 
ple “like an apparition,” 

“It must not be supposed,” remarks 
the correspondent refssuringly, “that 
because the silver sentiment bas come 
up strong in so many counties the 
democratic state convention is in favor 
of free silver. ‘Dhe machine, which be- 
lieves in the gold standard, elected the 
delegates, but only by personal appeals 
were many of the county conventions 
prevented from declaring for the white 
metal,” 

The gold machine elected the dele- 
gates, and yet many of the delegates de- 
clare that when they vote for gold they 
will defy the sentiment of the c¢om- 
munities they are supposed to represent. 
But such is the power of the gold syn- 
dicate that these delegates are perfect- 
ly willing to misrepresent and betray 
the honest voters who elected them. 
Ehx-State Senator Gray made this decla- 
ration to a reporter of The Journal: “I 
venture to Say that if the cenvention 
were yolled, three-fourths of the mem- 
bers would be found to be pronouncedly 
in favor of bimetallism of the most radi- 
cal type.” 

Thus in the face of the fact that an 
overwhelming majority of the honest 
voters of New York state are in favor 
of the free coinage of silver, the gold

How weak the cause that must 
pend on such dishonest methods, 
how contemptible the men who are 
ling to carry them out! 

But the people are aroused. They can 
no longer be deceived by the schemes of 
those employed by the money power to 
manipulate conventions and to secure 
machine-made declarations indorsing the 
greed of the money sharks. The honest 
voters of the country will settle the 
money question this year, and they will 
settle it justly and fairly. They will not 
allow any political party, or the greed of 
the money power, or fake declarations, 
or hireling politicians, or discredited 
“statesmen,” so-called, or doubtful plat- 
forms.

The re-election of Diaz as president of 
the Mexican republic is a political event 
of more than ordinary importance to 
this country. 

It is not invidious to say that Diaz is 
one of the most remarkable men of the 
present generation. The Mexicans 
recognize in him a wise leader; and, 
though he has held the office which he 
now occupies for several terms, he is 
still regarded on account of his rare 
public virtues as the most available 
man for the position. 

Under the administration of Diaz, Mex- 
ico has enjoyed an era of unbroken pros- 
perity. The growth of the republic has 
been promoted by immigration from 
other countries, while business and man- 
ufacturing enterprises haye sprung up 
all over the land.

New Jersey’s Political Fortunes. 

The nomination of Garret A. Hobart 
for the high office of vice president of the 
United States will render the little com- 
monwealth of New Jersey conspicuous 
in the campaign of 1896. 

New Jersey has always labored under 
the disadvantage of being small. This 
fact hus denied her more than one covet- 
ed plum from the national orchard; and 
year by year as she has watched the dis- 
tribution of prizes which have fallen to 
the share of larger, if not more deserv- 
ing states, she has realized, in the meas- 
ure of a bitter disappointment, that her 
greatest drawback was not a lack of 
favorite sons but simply a lack of geo- 
graphical proportions, 

Political necessities often give rise to 
invidious distinctions. Each party or- 
ganization finds it necessary te carry the 
larger states of the union in order to 
Win success at the polls; and hence it is 
that many of the smaller states are 
overlooked. 

lor the last twenty-five or thirty years 
the honors of the nation have been di- 
vided chiefly between Ohio and New 
York, while Maryland, Rhode Island, 
Delaware antl New Jersey have been 
obliged to shift for themselves. In a 
political sense, they have been treated 
With supreme indifference. 

With the nomination of Garret A. Ho- 
bart, however, one of her millionaire 
statesmen and leading corporation law- 
yers, New Jersey has reached a turning 
point in the long political lane which she 
has traveled. Hence the jubilant man- 
ner in which she celebrated Hobhart’s 
nomination several days ago. But ante- 
election demonstrations mean very little, 
and the chances are that Hobart’s own 
State will cast its electoral vote for the 
democratic presidential ticket. 

In this connection it may be tnter- 
esting to inquire into the past political 
fortunes of New Jersey. Notwithstand- 
ing her small population and restricted 
area, She has furnished to the nation 
two justices of the supreme court, Wil- 
liam Patterson and Joseph P. Bradley: 
one secretary of state. Frederick T. 
Frelinghuysen: three secretaries of the 
navy, Samuel L. Southard. Mahlon Dick- 
erson and George M. Roberson: one min- 
ister to France, William L. Dayton, and 
two ministers to Germany, William Wal- 
ter Phelps and Theodore Runyon. 

Tn 1889, when the nomination of the 
whig party was bestowed on William 
Henry Harrison, the vice presidential 
nomination was offered Samuel T. 
Southard, of New Jersey, who declined 
it. It was then conferred upon John 
Tyler, of Virginia, who became president 
in a few months on the death of William 
Henry Harrison. Had Southard accept- 
ed the second place on the ticket, he 
would have occupied the presidential 
chair—the only opportunity a man from 
his state ever had.

Thales, 
Solon, Eudoxus, Pythagoras, Plato and, 
perhaps, Moses, all studied at this place. 
It was also the birthplace of the sacred 
literature of Egypt, where were written 
on papyrus leaves the original chapters of 
the eldest bock in the world, generally 
knéwn as the ‘Book of the Dead,’’ giving a 
most striking account of the conflicts and 
triumphs of the life after death—a whole 
copy or fragment of which every Egyptian, 
rich or poor, wished to have buried with 
him in his coffin, and portions of which 
are found inscribed on every mummy case 
and on the walls of every tomb. In front 
of one of the principal temples of the sun in 
this magnificent city stood, along with a 
companion, long since destroyed, the soli- 
tary obelisk which we now behold on the 
spot. It alone has survived the wreck of 
all the glory of the place. It Was con- 
structed by Usertesen I, who is supposed 
to have reigned 2800 B. C., and has out- 
lived all the dynastic changes of the land, 
and yet stands where it originally stood 
nearly forty-seven centuries ago, What 
appears of its shaft above the ground is 
sixty-eight feet in height, but its base is 
bunNed in the mud of the Nile, and year 
after year the inundation of the river 
deposits its film of soil around its foot and 
buries it: still deeper in the sacred grave.

He remembered 
reading in The London Gazette the story 
of the battle of Waterloo, and was also 
one of the attendants at the funeral of 
George III] tn 1820. By profession a gsur- 
veyor, he was empfloyed by the government 
to survey a number of routes through some 
of the most inviting and picturesque Scenes 
of England.

He Shows That the People Will Not 
Stand a Straddle. 
From The New York World. 

Waterloo, Ia., June 23.—There is no ring 
of uncertainty in Horace Boies’s reply to 
Mr. Whitney’s address to the national 
d@@mocracy. The leading candidate of the 
silver democrats for the presidency said to 
me today: 

‘Mr. Whitney’s statement unquestionably 
gives correctly and in most forcible terms 
the objections of leading democrats of the 
east to a plank in the national platform 
committing the democratic party to free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, or, 
as I under stand him, at any other ratio. 

“He favors the existing standard of gold 
for all time to come, unless a bimetallic 
standard by international agreement can 
hereafter be accomplished. In his only 
proposed remedy of international agreement 
no one in the south or west who conscien- 
tiously desires a double standard has the 
least confidence. 

‘"To them the sole question 1s: Shall we lie 
down, submit for all time to a gold stand- 
ard, with its consequent effect of ruinous 
prices upon the products of labor, its prac- 
tical destruction of the great agricultural 
industries of the sections in which we live; 
its certain perpetuation of an enormous na- 
tional, corporate and individual indebted- 
ness that can never be paid in money so 
greatly appreciated in purchasing power as 
our own has become through the demoneti- 
zation of silver, or shall we insist upon the 
restoration of silver to the place of equality 
with gold assigned it in the constitution as 
money of final redemption, with its conse- 
quent reduction of the purchasing power of 
our standard of values, its better prices 
for the products of labor, its hopeful as- 
surance that we May some time pay our 
debts and be relieved from a condition of 
financial serfdom which under present 
re is becoming absolutely intolera- 

“Mr, Whitney evidently fails to appreciate

| A New Feature of the Case Is Expect- 
ed To Develop Today When the 
Arguments Are Heard. 


fhis morning at 10 o'clock, in the United 
States court Judge Newman will hear the 


arguments in the Eagle and Phenix re- 


ceivership matter. 
The array of local talent who are repre- 


genting stockholders, creditors, receivers, 
etc., is ore of the most brilliant that has 


been connected with any case in the state 


for a great many years, and the hearing 
today promises to be one of unusual in- 
terest. 

The features of the case are of a rather 
sensational character. Charges have been 
preferred against the managers of the big 
corporation which will call for a thorough 
investigation and before the day is over 
there will in all probability be some warm 
developments. 

The principal fight, as has been an-

~gainst Judge Bigby, the president of the 
corporation. 

He was appointed temporary receiver in 
connection with Mr. G. Gunby Jordan, of 
Columbus, and Captain Jim English, of 
Atlanta, by Judge Newman when the mills 
frst went to the wall. 

On account of Judge Bigby’s connection 
with the financial management of the mills 
the point was at once raised against him 
by certain directors of the concern that 
he was not qualified to act as a receiver. 

, It is claimed that his interests are such 
that it will be impossible for him to act 
impartially. This is the legal feature of 
the case on which some of the lawyers 
connected with the opposition to Bigby 
will base their strongest plea. 

It is claimed that a receiver in the very 

nature of the case cannot be one who has 
had an intimate connection with the man- 


» agement of the financial condition of the 
*mills—the man who, in fact, has had prac- 
' tically supreme control of the finances of

A receiver, they urge, is the 

unbiased representative of the court into

VENABLE BROTHERS GRANTED 
RIGHT TO BUILD. 


Will Erect a $350,000 Building—Will 
Be of Steel and Granite and 
Ten Stories High. 


The plans for the ten-story Venable 
building, which is to be erected at the 
corner of Forsyth and Marietta streets, 
and which is to be used as a city hall, 
have been complated.

THE WEDDING DELAYED. 


Carriage of the Bridegroom Plunges 
Into a Ditch on Pryor Street. 

A fatal accident came near happening 
to a bridal party on North Pryor street 
last night. (he bridal party fortunately 
escaped without injury, but the horses 
were badly hurt. 

Mr. Will Terrell and his best man, in one 
of the carriages of Mr. W. O. Jones, 
were driving rapidly to the home of the 
intended bride. When they reached the 
corner of Edgewood avenue and Pryor 
street the horses plunged into a ditch, 
which had been dug to lay pipes. Both 
horses went into the ditch, but the in- 
mates of the vehicle and the driver es- 
caped unhurt. 

A telephone message soon brought an- 
other carriage to the scene, and the bridal 
party went on with but a few moments 
delay. The two horses of the carriage 
were, however, seriously injured, both of 
them having plunged into the deep ditch. 
One of the horses was fatally injured and 
there is little hope for the other. 

According to the statement of Mr. Jones 
there was no warning light out, although 
the ditch was several feet deep, and the 
driver, who was going at a rapid pace, 
drove his team head first into the en- 
trenchment. The horses went into the 
ditch, and the carriage rolled over trem, 
The bridegroom and his friend jumped out, 
and in a few minutes hastened on to the 
wedding in another carriage. 

It took some time to extricate the fright- 
ened and injured horses from the ditch. 
Veterinary surgeons were at once Sum- 
moned, and all that could be done was 
done for the injured animals. One of 
them was fatally injured, but it is hoped 
that one may be saved, although it will be 
never of much service. 

If, as Mr. Jones says, there were no 
lights out, it was a case of criminal care- 
lessness on the part of those in charge of 
the ditching.

ETHIOPIA’S OUTHELD HAND. 


It Was Grasped by the A. M. E. 
Church of America. 

Bishop H. M. Turner, who is the head of 
the African Methodist Episcopal church in 
Atlenta, has succeeded in joining to his 
church the Ethiopian church of South 
Africa, which has been in existence about 
ten years, and of which James M. Dwanee, 
of the Transvaal, is the recognized leader. 

“The Ethiopian church was organized 
about ten years ago,”’ said Bishop Turner 
vesterday, ‘“‘by some members of the Meth- 
odist and Episcopal churches who had be- 
come dissatisfied; so that the fundamental 
principles of the Ethiopian church are al- 
most identical with those of our church. 
It was started in Cape Colony and gradu- 
ally spread until it has reached the Trans- 
vaal, so that it operates in a territory of 
about 1,500 square miles and its member- 
ship amount to about 10,000 souls. In 
March of this year their general conference 
met and decided that it would be best for 
them to join themselves to some large re- 
ligious body, and in looking over the world 
they found none better than the African 
Methodist Episcopal church. So they sent 
Brother Dwanee to America to investigate 
our method of. procedure, and vested him 
with full power to join his church with 
ours in case he deemed it advisable. This 
he did on Wednesday of last week. 

So instead of the two churches joining, as 
the prevalent idea seems to put it, the Ethi- 
opian church has simply become a part 
and parcel of the African Methodist Epis- 
copal church. I think that probably I will 
soon go to Africa myself and see exactly 
how things are situated.’’ 

‘‘No, I will not locate there, because they 
are subject to the English government. 
The only place in Africa where I would 
stay is Liberia. You know I have always 
favored a wholesale immigration of the 
colored people to Liberia, because it is own- 


ed entirely by the negro race, and because 
it is the only place where the black man 


can rise.’’

IS NOT MYERS 


Deputy Sherif Greene Telegraphs a 
Case of Mistaken Identity. 


‘ANOTHER FALSE ARREST 


The Detectives Disappointed, but the 


Prisoner Pleased. 


IT WAS A GEORGIA BOY UNDER ARREST 


But He Was Not Will Myers—Detec- 
tive Greene Has a Nice Trip to 
Texas Without Expense. 


It is not Willie Myers, after all. 

The man in Texas told a straight story, 
and is really the same man he claims to be. 
Detective Conway feels bad to the extent 
of the reward, and Deputy Sheriff Greene 
has had a nice trip to the Lone Star State 
free of expense. 

Mr. Greene reached Corsicana last night, 
and was met at the depot by the detective 
who thought he had Will Myers, and by 
two cr three of the Corsicana officers. They 
had been looking for him anxiously for the 
past two days, and had everything in 
readiness to carry him to the jail. As soon 
as Mr. Greene had alighted from the train 
and made himself Known, he was put in 
a carriage and driven to the jail at once. 

The people of Corsicana had learned of 
the arrest of the famous Georgia murderer, 
and a big crowd was assembled at the 
jail to learn the news as to whether it 
was really Myers. The detective introduced 
Mr. Greene to the jailer, and they were 
at once ushered to the cell where tne 
priscner was confined. 

“Call out the prisoner,”’ said the detective, 
in a confident voice. The prisoner, at the 
call, came forward. 

Mr. Greene looked at him a moment, 
and then said: s 

“That is not Will Myers. Why in the 
world did you fellows bring me away out 
here to Texas on such a wild goose chase? 
He never looked like Myers, and could not 
possibly look like him.” 

The detective and the local officers felt 
bad, but the prisoner felt good, and after 
the statement of the Atlanta official he was 
immediately released. 


Who the Prisoner Really Is. 

It seems that the man arrested for Myers 
is just who he said he was. He is the 
son of James T. Robertson, of Georgia, as 
he stated when arrested. 

So it happens that another Myers fake 
is exploded. The féature of this arrest is 
that the detective who arrested the man 
was so confident that he had Myers, that he 
paid the expenses of the sheriff's officer to 
Texas in hopes of getting the big reward. 

The following dispatch from Acworth, 
received by The Constitution last night, 
tells who Robertson really is. The dispatch 
comes from the correspondent of The Con- 
stitution at Acworth. 


The Dispatch from Acworth. 

“The young man held as Myers in the 
Corsicana, Tex., jail is surely George 
Franklin Robertson. His story is the true 
story of J. T. Robertson, of Cherokee Mills, 
and Mrs. Johnson, of Tallapoosa. J. T. 
Robertson married a Miss Fannin about 
twenty-four years ago. One boy was the 
fruit of the marriage. They disagreed, 
parted and were divorced. She married and 
lives out about Tallapoosa. He married 
again, this time a Miss Duncan, and now 
Myers could not 
have told the story truer if he had known 
the facts from the beginning.”’ 
Robertson Also Known in Woodstock. 

Another special received last night by 
The Constitution from Woodstock, Ga., 
shows that Robertson, the man arrested as 
Myers, is well known in Georgia: 

“‘Woodstock, Ga., June 24, 1896.—When 
Deputy Sheriff Greene arrives at Corsicana, 
Tex., his hopes of finding Will Myers there 
will be knocked into a cocked hat, and 
Detective Conway will discover himself to 
be a very liberal man—generous enough to 
pay a Georgia officer’s way to Texas and 
return without any remuneration to him- 
self. 

“James T. Robertson, who now lives at 


Cherokee Mills, some years ago separated 


from his wife and married Miss Victoria 
Duncan. He had a son by his first wife. 
This son was twenty-one years old last 
His name is George Franklin Rob-

Hammond, who always figures prominently 
in the doings of the association, will be on 
hand with an interesting thesis upon a 
subject which will be of general interest 
to the members of the bar at large.

Mrs. Clay Makes a Startling Declaration 
in Court. | 


WAS FORCED TO LEAVE HOME 


And Claims That She Had To Flee for 
Her Life. 


HER HUSBAND DENIES THE CHARGES 


Spicy Testimony Introduced 
Yesterday in an Alimony 
Proceeding.

“Never was a galley slave worked hard- 
er by hard-hearted taskmaster than I have 
been,” said Mrs. Mary Alice Clay yester- 
day while testifying against her husband in 
an alimony proceeding in the superior 


court. 
The wife emphasized her statement with 
a shrug of her shoulders and stamped her 


foot against the carpeted floor, 

She said she gave ther husband all the 
loyalty of a young wife, and though she 
knew she was not perfect, she did expect 
kindness and the affection of a husband. 

Twenty years ago Mrs. Clay, then a 
young girl, rharried Clement C. Clay, who 
was ten years her senior. She says she 
loved him ag an idol, and almost worship- 
Instead of love, she says, 
he gave her cruel treatment, and made 
life so miserable that after nine days’ of 
married life she was compelled to leave 
him and live with her parents, 

After the separation Mrs. Clay was 
granted a divorce in the superior court, 
but after a lapse of years, her husband 
returned and renewed hig suit. She claims 
that he begged for forgiveness and promised 
a reformation, and upon these promises 
she decided to marry him for the second 
time. This was on October 14, 1894. 

Mrs. Clay says the conduct of her hus- 
band did not improve, and he again be. 
gan to treat her in a cruel manner, and 
utterly disregarded her feelings, She says 
her husband brought his mother to live in 
the same house, and that he and her moth- 
er-in-law succeeded in making her life one 
constant ‘hell. It is charged that he and 
other members of the fam.ly would curse 
and abuse her, and that she was constant* 
ly in fcar of bod.ly harm, 

Not once for more than a year, she says, 
her husband gave her one kind word, not a 
caress or even an affectionate glance. This 
treatment ig said to have culminated on 
the night of May 20th when she was com- 
pelled to flee from the house for her life. 


Takes a Sensational Turn. 


After the testimony of Mrs. Clay had 
been given, Mr. Clay was cross questioned 
by the attorneys for the prosecution. 

Mrs. Clay had charged that her husband 
had transferred this property to his moth- 
ér in order to defeat the suit for alimony, 
and that the transfer had been without con- 
sideration. 

Mr. Clay stated that the property had 
been tramsferred and that no consideration 
had been given. 

The piea for the defense was then amend- 
ed, and the court was asked to enjoin Mrs. 
Clay~Irom disposing of the property or in 
any way encumbering it. 

Judge Lumpkin then granted an imjunc- 
tion restraining Mrs. Clay, the mother of 
C. C. Clay from disposing of the property, 
and the case was set for a hearing on July 
3d, in chambers. 

Mr. Clay also filed an answer to the de- 
clarations of his wife, in which he denied 
that he had been quilty of mistreating her, 
and showing that he had been a dutiful 
husband during the time his wife had lived 
with him. 

Iy the answer filed by Mr. Clay he stated 
that his wife had been cruel to him and had 
not been true to her marriage vows. 

During the trial several sensations were 
sprung by both sides, and, it is said, other 
charges of even @ more sensational nature 
will be made at the hearing next week.

The Arnold Case Still Pending in the 
First Division City Court. 


A VERDICT EXPECTED BY NOON 


Busy Session of the City Council Yes- 
terday—Superior Court Meets 
Next Monday. 


Concluding argument will be made this 
morning in the case of Girnett Arnold 
against the Atlanta Consolidated Street 
Railway Company by Colonel Hammond 
and the case will go to the jury by 10 
o’ clock. 

All day yesterday Judge Reid listened to 
evidence and argument, and Mr. Reuben 
Arnold, Jr., and Colonel Arnold spoke in 
behalf of the plaintiffs and Mr. Thod Ham- 
mond argued the case for the road. 

The case has been tried twice before. The 
first trial resulted in a verdict of $1,500 for 
Mr. Arnold and a mistrial was declared 
at the second trial. 

Mr. Garnett Arnold, who lives on South 
Pryor street, is suing the road for $5,000 
for the killing of his two-year-old son, 
which ‘occurred several months ago. 

The little fellow was running across the 
street when an electric car ran upon him 
and killed him. The car was in charge of 
a motorman, and it is said he was looking 
back to see if any of his passengers de- 
sired to get off at the next crossing and did 
not see the child until the wheels were 
upon it. 

No evidence was introduced yesterday 
by the defense, but many testified in be- 
half of the plaintiff. The concluding ar- 
gument will be made this morning by Colo- 
nel Hammond, and Judge Reid will then 


charge the jury. A verdict is expected by 
noon. 


In the Criminal City Court. 


Yesterday was a busy day with Judge 
Berry and the officers of the city criminal 
court. 

During the day twenty cases were tried 
and nearly all of the prisoners were con- 
victed. The crimes for ‘which they were 
tried varied from simple larceny to car 
breaking, and the fines were from $50 up. 
Nearly all were sent to the city stockade, 
and but few of the defendants had the 
money with which to pay their fines. 

All jail cases have been tried, and the 
jail is now empty, except the prisoners who 
have been indicted recently by the grand 
jury, and a few that are bound over to the 
superior criminal court. 

Thg city crimmal court will meet again 
on the first Monday in July and will trans. 
act regular business for the term. 


Judge Candler Will Hold Court, 


Next Monday morning the superior crim- 
inal court, presided over by Judge Candler, 
will meet, and several cases of importance 
are to be tried. 

Ex-County Clerk John Tyler Cooper will 
be tried on the charge of misappropriating 
funds belonging to the county.

WILL REPORT TODAY 


Dr. Cleveland’s Resignation Comes Up 
Before the Presbytery. 


COMMITTEE FINISHES ITS WORK 


No Intimation Has Been Made as to 
the Contents of the Report and 
the Committee Is Silent. 


The special committee appointed to make 
an investigation of the condition of the 
Fourth Presbyterian church will make its 
repcrt this morning to the Atlanta pres- 
bytery at a special session of that body. 

The nature of the report is not- known 
and its contents will be made public for 
the first time this morning, when it is read 


before the presbytery. 

Several meetings thhave been held be- 
tween the committee and the elders of the 
Fourth Presbyterian church, and a search- 
ing investigation has, been made.

At the last meeting of the committee, 
which was held Tuesday evening at the 
church, the matter was discussed in every 
detail, and much light is said to have been 
thrown into the situation. 

This morning the committee will meet 
at the First Presbyterian church, and the 
presbytery will be called to order to hear 
the result of the investigation. The com- 
mittee is composed of Drs. Strickler, bar- 
nett and Frazer and Elders Milton A. 
Candler and D. A. Beatie. These gentle- 
men havé been ascertaining the facts in 
the case, and it is-said they will give all 
of the details of the work that has been 
done.

When he made that speech 
in the senate some months ago, he was se- 
verely criticiséd and denounced by the 
newspapers, especially those up north: but 
it looks iow as if they are gradually com- 
ing around to Mr, Tillman’s way of think- 
ing, as I saw in today’s Journal an edi- 
torial which practically embodied, though 
in somewhat different language, a great 
part of what he so boldly declared in the 
senate. As a matter of fact, what Till- 
man predicted or foretold is coming true. 
A correspondent fcr one of the New. York 
papers described him at the time he made 
the speech above referred to as “this cotton 
planter, this mob leader, this one-eyed god 
of the poor whites of South Carolina,” but 
mark me, this same ‘one-eyed god of the 
peor whites of South Carolina” is destined 
to play in the future a greater part in the 
history of this country than he has played 
in the past. These are my individual views: 
the future will reveal whether they are 
correct or not. Senator Tillman is to speak 
here, I understand, Thursday night.

‘That Stock Saved the Market from Being 


One of the Dullest on Record. 


104,400 SHARES WERE SOLD 


Cotton Scored a Slight Ad¢ance—Sil- 
ver’s Rise Helps—Wheat Lost 
Another Fraction. 


New York, June 25.—The speculation in 
Sugar certificates saved the stock market 
from being one of the dullest on record. 
The transactions in Sugar aggregated 104,- 
400 shares, leaving only 75,218 shares for the 
balance of the list, the total sales having 
been 179,618 shares. The market opened 
with a fair degree of strength in sympathy 
with the receipt of. slightly higher quota- 
‘tions from London, but the traders, who 
had the market practically to themselves, 
were bearishly inclined, and when Sugar 
again started on the down track they }pro- 
cecded to hammer the list. Despite their 
efforts. however, comparatively little ‘m- 
pression was made upon prices, the decliae 
at the lowest varying from %4 to % per 
cent outside of Manhattan, Laclede Gas 
end Linseed Oil, which dropped anywhere 
from 1% to 2 per cent. During the after- 
noon there was a rally of 4 in Manhattan, 
and leading stocks like the Grangers, Louis- 
ville and Nashville, Western Union re- 
covered 4@™% per cent. The coal shares 
were noticeably firm, especially for Jersey 
Central and Delaware and Hudson, which 
moved up 1%@2'% per cent to 107% and 127% 
respectively on very light offerings. Gen- 
eral Electric and Hocking Coal were also 
strong features.

Money and Offer a Second In- 
ducement for Payment Now. 


The taxpayers of the city are wonder- 
ing if the city council will offer another 
discount for the payment of taxes now. 
The inducement offered a few days ago 
of one and one-half pér cent on the pay- 
ment of taxes up to $100,000 was taken 
advantage of by the property owning cit- 
izens and in three days the whole amount 
Was paid. 

Sometimes the city needs more than 
$100,000 during the summer, and it may 
be that another offer will be made soon 
like the first, or, perhaps, at a little less 
digcount. Many taxpayers intended to 
take advantage of the recent offer, but 
before they reached the city hall they 
found that others had got ahead of them 
and took the entire amount. They are 
now sorry that they did not go eaflier. 

The short time in which the taxpayers 
paid in the full amount of $100,000 is gen- 
erally regarded as an indication that the 
city is in spillendid financial condition. 
When merchants and property owners 
have plenty of cash on hand and can find 
no better use for it than to save the 
“small per cent of one and one-half cents 
on the drilar they say that money is 
easy. Taxes are not payable until Sep- 
tenrber 20th, or rather not later than that 
time, and the fact that many are ready to 
pay now for the small discount is con- 
sidered a good sign of the times.

THEY MEET NEXT MONDAY 


And Will Try To Decide How To Get 
Rid of Their Surplus 
Stock. 


ad 


—— 


The Southern Textile Manufacturers’ 
Association will meet in the auditorium of 
the Aragon hotel on Monday next. The 
convention will be attended by two hundred 
of the cotton mill men of the south, and 
the meeting will be one of vast impor- 
tance not only to this section, but to the 


whole of the United States. 

There are five hundred mills in the south 
and Secretary T. H. Martin has been notl- 
fied that two-thirds ‘of this number will be 
represented in the convention, either by 
the owners or by proxy. As stated before 
in The Constitution, the call for the con- 
vention was based upon the fact that the 
mills were holding enormous quantities of 
goods, and concerted action by the mill men 
was necessary to a profitable disposition 
ef the stock. The urgency of the call 
will be readily seen when it is known 
that the five hundred mills in the south are 
holding the enormous surplus of 77,000,000 
vards of goods, uncalled for by the mar- 
ket. 

These figures are obtained from the tab- 
ulated statements sent in by the mill own- 
ers. While the primary question to be de- 
cided by the convention will be the dispo- 
sition of this surplus profitably and the 
adoption of such methods as will prevent 
further overproduction, another and much 
more important one will be discussed. It 
is the creation of a larger market for cot- 
ton goods manufactured in this section. 

The question of curtailing the production 
of the mills has heen a serious one for 
the association, and will be thoroughly 
discussed in the convention Monday. Sev- 
eral methods will be advocated, chiefly 
those closing down the mills entirely till 
the present over supply is exhausted, and 
closing down the mills semi-monthly for 
periods of one week. 

The latter metnod will no doubt be 
adopted, as the majority of answers re- 
ceived to the circular letter sent out seem 
to favor this one. 

To close down for a lengthy period would 
undoubtedly demoralize the factory help 
and for this reason a large number of the 
mill men are opposed to the plan. Ad- 
dresses will be made to the convention by 
the following mill men, all of whom are 
prominent throughout the south: Major J. 
F. Hanson, Macon; A. A. Maginnis, New 
Orleans: George A. Mebane. Asheville; D. 
O. Tomkins, Charlotte: J. W. Robertson, 
Cornelia: R. S. Reinhardt, Lincolnton; 8. 
Odenheimer, New Orleans: W. J. Kincaid, 
Griffin; G. M. Williams, Columbus: J. B. 
Goodwin, Anniston. 

The convention wil] take up the question 
of enlarging the market vigorously.

RIDERS WERE FINED. 


THE BICYCLE SCORCHERS HAD TO

The three young bicyclers who were ar- 


rested by the regiment of policemen last . 


Tuesday night for riding too fast for the 
safety of the public, were tried in the 
recorder’s court Wednesday afternoon.

Chief Connolly will keep the officers 
on Peachtree street until the fast riding 
is stopped, if it takes six months. The 
cops stood on their corners last night 
again, but the riders seemed to have learn- 
ed a lesson from their unfortunate broth- 
ers, and rode a little slower than hereto- 
fore. 

The determination of Chief Connolly 
formed ‘much amusement among bicycle 
circles yesterday. The mdst interesting 
feature is watching the attempts of the 
officers to stop the scorchers as they fly 
by most of them at a 2:40 gait. 

The policemen did not experience as much 
trouble last night as on Tuesday night. 
They adopted a code of signals which 
worked to perfection, and it was very few 
riders that ran the entire gauntlet. 

One brave copper was stationed at the 
corner of Currier. street. When he espied 
a scorcher flying around the curve he 
would jump right in front of him and 
waving his billy frantically would order 
the biker to stop. If the rider did not obey, 
the officer would give his whistle a toot 
which would put the second mate on his 
guard. If the rider dodged the second offi- 
cer, he would whistle to the third, who 
would either lie down in front of the bi- 
cycle or run his billy through the spokes, 
which always brought the ride to a dead 
standstill.
